The de- 
cision was taken at yesterday's 
Cabinet meeting. Information Minis- 
ter Aharon Yariv insisted Jeter 
that its timing — following the 
Rabat summit, the PLO successes 
at the UN, end the anti-Israej re- 
solutions of Unesco — was “purely 
coincidental,” and that it was not 
to be viewed as “Israel's answer" 
to these political setbacks. 

Some observers felt, nevertheless, 
that: the timing of the decision was 
significant, and that world opinion 
ἐν was bound to connect it with these 
ἢν, recent West Bank-related develop- 
ments ln the international arena, 

Another Jerusalem industria! pro- 
ject approved by the Cabinet yes- 
terday envisions a “garage, work- 
shop, auxiliary services area” tobe 
developed at Anatot, ‘a rural sub- 
urb.‘to ‘the north of Jerusalem, 
within city Hmfts, Some Arab 
garage-owners have already antici- 
pated’— and thereby possibly in- 
. fuénced — the Government's de- 
eigton by setting up their make- 
mit workshops and service centres 
at Anatot. 

The third factor in Jerusalem's 
industrial planning — the munici- 
pal abattoir — is to remaim at 
French Hill, at least for the next 
Ave years. The Government has 
pledged to spend up to 112 miilion 
on the abattoir to improve its eco- 
logical qualities, 
te ‘The three-tiered industrial plan

The Shamgar committee in fact 
submitted an earlier report several 
- weeks ago, which recommended 
. that the abattoir be transferred 
from French Hill to a site north 
of Anatot. But this had to be re- 
viseé when Housing Minister Avra- 
-" pam Ofer presented his five-year 

housing plan, which called for resi- 

dential housing im the same area. 

The Shamgar committee thereupon 

decided, after consultation with the 

Ecology Authority, that the abat- 

toir could remain where it was 
“provided money was allocated to re- 
τι furbish St. 

Mr. Yariv told newsmen that the 
Ma’aile Haedumim project would 
require no annexation ‘for the 
time being.” Nor would ft be cor- 
rect to necessarily assume, Mr. 
Yariv cautloned, that the planned 
industrial estate would henceforth 
be considered an integral part of 
the State of Israel. 

He sald the estate would extend 
over some five or six thousand 
.dunams. In 1972, he recalled, the 
military governor had closed off 
over seventy thousand dunams of 
jand in the Ma'ale Haedumim area 
— and the industrial estate would 
arise on sections of this. Most of 
the land in the area belonged to 
the Jordanian government, but he 
thought that some expropriation of 
land from private owners might 
‘also be necessary.

The Information Minister could 
not provide an estimate of how long 
It might be until the first factory 
arose at the site, but informed 
sources told The Post the Govern- 
ment's intention was ‘to move im- 
mediately into the detalled pian- 
ning stage and that it was think. 
ing in terms of two or three years 
rather than a decade as a reason- 
able period for implementation. 

The advantage of Ma’ale Haedu- 
taim, Mr. Yariv explained, was that 
it was far enough from the city 
for the industrial estate to be eco- 
logteally acceptable, and yet near 
enough ‘to make it conveniently 
accessible. At the moment, there 
was no infrastructure at all at the 
site — apart from the main road 
Unking Jerusalem to Jericho. The 
estate will be built on both sides 
of the road 

Eventually, Mr. Yariv added, re- 
sidential ‘housing might be built on 
the estate to accommodate persons 
employed there. 


Other Cabinet sources explained 
that both Arabs and Jews would 
work on the estate -—- and there 
might perhaps be Arab-owned enter- 
prises on ft as well as Jewish. 
Thus, the project could be consi- 
dered “building for public pur- 
poses," which an occupying power 
is permitted to undertake under 
international law. 


‘The Cabinet also decided yester- 
day to speed up the construction 
of Government housing for low- 
income Arab familles in the Aza- 
riyeh suburb of Jerusalem (on the 
road to Jericho). The Ministry of 
Housing is to embark on a pilot 
Project, forty units which ‘will be 
offered to neady families on easy 
terms. 

Asher Wallfish adds: 

Mapam’s two representatives in the 
Cabinet, Health Minister Victor 
Shemtov and Absorption Minister 
Shlomo Rosen, said they supported 
the creation of an industrial zone at 
Ma'‘ale Haedumim, but felt the dect- 
sion should be postponed for six 
months. Decisions of this nature 
should not be made to appear as an 
Israeli reaction to the Rabat sum- 
mit or to events at the UN, they 
said.

A spokesman said all six were 
born In Ireland but had lived in 
this country for some. time. Five of 
them. were arrested as they were 
about to board a boat for Belfast 


after the bombings Thursday night. . 


Maurice Buck, Birmlogham's chief 
constable, said. all six would be 
brought before a court today. He 
added: "We are satistied that we 
have found the men primarily res- 
ponsible but inquiries will continue.”

PHNOM PENA (AP). — While 
only scattered clashes were re- 
ported around the country yester- 
day, anxiety was building among 
politicians and diplomats in 
Phoom Penh as the UN vote on 
Cambodia was expected this 
week, 

Diplomats here said the vote 
would be very close and the focus 
of the Cambodian effort is to get 
a Japanege-backed peace resolu- 
tion placed on the agenda before 
a Chinese motion to expel the 
Phnom Penh government. 

Debate in New York is expect- 
ed to start within the next few 
days, and the vote will come af- 
ter only a day or two of debate, 
diplomatic sources said. 

A defeat in New York would 
be a serious psychological-poli- 
tical setback for the Phnom Penh 
government, while a victory would 
enhance the climate for talks, a 
diplomat said.

TUNIS. — Four Arab hijackers 
who last night still held a British 
Airliner here after releasing ali 
42 hostages demanded protection 
against the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. ᾿ 

They threatened to blow up the 
Vc 10 airliner, which still has its 
three British crew aboard, unless 
their demands were met, but their 
eight p.m. (nine p.m, Israel time! 
deadline passed without incident, 

The hijackers made their new 
demands by radio, telling the con- 
trol tower negotiators they wanted 
to stay at Hberty in Tunisia with- 
cut beng prosecuted or handed 
over to the PLO, 

The PLO has condemned the 
hijackers as saboteurs damaging 
the Palestinian cause and its news 

cy said in Beirut yesterday 
that it would disclose who was be- 
hind the hijacking and hold them 
responsible “for the crime for which 
they shall pay the price.” 

Apparently no Arab capital was 
ready to receive the plane. 

Abdelkim Moussa, the Tunisian 
government's director of informa- 
tion, announced the surprise deve- 
lopment several hours after seven 
terrorists freed from jatl in Egypt 
and Holland at the hijackers’ demand 
had boarded the plane. 

After some 50 hours of dramatic 
negotiations, during’ which the hi- 
jackers shot in cold blood a West 
German passenger, the gunmen re-

Selassie’s grandson among them 


ADDIS ABABA (UPI). — The mi- 
litary government yesterday an- 
aounced the execution of 60 former 
high-ranking civilian and military 
officials, including the grandson of 
deposed Emperor Haile Selassie and 
two ex-Prime Ministers, 

A statement broadcast yesterday 
morning by the government-run, 
Radio Ethiopia said they were put 
to death for “crimes against the 
Ethiopian people and attempts to 
disrupt the country’s popular move- 
ment,” ᾿ 

The statement said more public 
officials in detention were being 
brought Immediately to face mili- 
tary courts, 

No mention was made of the 82- 
year-old Selassie, absolute ruler of 
this East African kingdom for half 
a century until the army deposed 
and arrested him on Sept. 12, He 
has not been seen in public since 
then, 

Approximately 200 one-time cabi- 
net members, educators, public of- 
ficilals and members of Selassie's fa- 
mily have been picked up since a 
February military coup by young 
officers charging widespread cor- 
ruption at top civilian levels. 

Among those executed was Gen. 
Aman Andom, 50, the American- 
educated strongman of the ruling 
Provisional Military Advisory Coun- 
eil, who was ousted Saturday after 
8 power struggle among the Coun- 
cil’s 120 members, ᾿ 

Others to die were Eskinder Des- 
ta, Selassie's grandson and one-time 
deputy commander of the Imperial 
Ethtopian Navy, and two former 
Prime Ministers, Aklilu Hapte Wold 
end Endalkatchew Makonnen. 

“Those executed have been found 
guilty of trying to sow dissension 
and division within the armed 
forces, of putting their own perso- 
nalities above the general welfare 
of the state and of grossly abusing 
authority,” Radio Ethiopia said. 

The statement gave no indication 
when, where or how the executions 
were carried out. It said all 60 
people had been buried and no one 
would be granted access to their 
bodies. 

Addis Ababa returned to calm af- 
ter reports of gunfire during the 
night. Military vehicles patroled the 
capital's streets and @ tank joined 


extra guards at the international 
airport, 

Travellers arriving from Asmara, 
the provincial city, 640 km. north of 
here, spoke of panic in the Streets 
when Aman's death was announced. 
He had been a native of the area 
and sought to work out a peaceable 
agreement with rebellious natives 
who wanted the northern province 
of Eritrea to secede from Ethiopia, 

Radio Ethiopia said more trials 
were beginning. 

“Other officials now in detention 
on corruption charges will be 
brought immediately hefore the ge- 
neral and district courts martial," 
it satd. 

Aman, Defence Minister and com- 
mander-in-chief of the armed forces 
as well as head of the Military Coun- 
cil, was removed on Saturday. 

The radio said he and two other 
officers were executed “for breach of 
thelr military oaths and attempting 
to create divisions among various 
armed forces units.” 

Diplomats said Aman, a moderate, 
had come under increasing pressure 
from radical elemerts in the council 
in recent weeks. 

A successor will he chosen within 
a few days and not frum within the 
Council, Radio Ethiopia said. 

Last week a special commission 
investigating corruption charges 
against the 200 arrested officials 
finished an inquiry whose results 
have yet to be published. 

One charge the commission in- 
vestigated centred on the 11-year 
drought in Wolle province north of 
Addis Ababa in which an estimated 
100,000 people have died, The milt- 
tary claimed Selassie and other 
leaders covered up the extent of the 
disaster. : 

Radio Ethiopia said Dejasmatch 
Solomon Abraham and Legesse 
Bezu, two former governors of Wollo 
province, were among those exe- 
cuted. 

Selassie occupied Ethiopia’s throne 
for 43 years. After the february 
coup military leaders slowly chipped 
away at his authority by arresting 
his friends and family, taking his 
property and plecing him under 
house arrest. 

The government deposed Salassie 
after accusing him of channelling 
public funds into forelgn tanks and 
covering up the Wollo drought.

Egypt dubs 
them ‘gang 
of criminals’

Egypt yesterday labelled the hi- 
jackers of the British Airways 
VC10 plane “a bunch of criminals" 
and said they belonged to dissident 
Palestinian terrorists training in 
Libya. 

A statement issued by’ the Libyan 
government said the Egyptian ac- 
cusations pained and surprised 
them. rejected PLO 
charges that Baghdad was ‘behind 
the operation. 

In commentaries broadcast over 
Cairo's state radio, Egypt said the 
hijackers’ aim was to undermine 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. 

A Statement issued last night in 
the name of the Egyptian Peoples 
Assembly (parliament) denounced 
the hijacking of the British plane 
and the killing of one of its pas- 
sengers as a deviation from the 
Palestinian cause. 

The statement, which followed a 
joint session of the Assembly's 
permanent committee and fts secu- 
rity affairs committee, called for a 
top-level ‘Arab meeting to “define 
the difference between resistance 
acts and criminal actions.” 

The Assembly's statement urged 
the PLO to take action against 
“renegade elements." 

The incident was a deliberate 
sabotage of the successful efforts of 
the Arab countries to underline 
“the Palestinian entity and secure 
international legality for the PLO,” 
the statement said. 

It expressed support for the gov- 
ernment’s decision to free five jailed 
Palestinian terrorists and fy them 
to Tunis, to meet the demands of 
the hijackers. 

The government announced Satur. 
day night that President Anwar 
Sadat had agreed to release the ter- 
rorists in order to save the lives of 
the passengers, and in response to 
appeals from Arab heads of states 
and countries whose nationals were 
among the hostages, 

Cairo press reports said yesterday 
the hijackers were members of the 
Libyan-sponsored “National Youth 
Organization for the Liberation of 
Palestine." This group was said 
opposed to the PLO's involvement 
in Middle East political uegotia- 
tions. urging a “long-range popular 
struggle for the liberation of all 
Palestine.” 

The Libyan-sponsored youth move- 
ment was reported to have been 
formed by Ahmed Abdul-Ghafour, 
ἃ Fatah leader who was assassina- 
ted two months ago in Eejrut by 
elements loyal to Yasser Arafat. 

Libya yesterday denied any in- 
volvement in the hijacking. So did 
Iraq after being accused by the 
PLO as the instigator of the -hi- 
jacking. 

Iraqi Vice-President Saddam Hus- 
sein sent a messege to Tunisian 
Premier Hedi Nouera disclaiming 
any Iraqi involvement In the hijack, 


the authoritative, newspaper “An 
Nahar" said. 
The Voice of Palestine radio, 


broadcasting from Cairo Saturday 
night, accused Iraq of instigating 
the hijack. [t said that Abu Nidal, 
a dissident Palestinian leader living 
in Baghdad, was behind the terror 
operation. 

The Palestinian news agency 
Wafa reported the PLO leadership 
was planning to “start on Monday 
uncovering the secrets of the jet- 
liner operation. ᾿

ABOARD AIR FORCE ONE. — President Ford 
flew homeward yesterday, capping an eight-day, three- 
nation tour by achieving a historic breakthrough with 
the Soviet Union on negotiations to limit the nuclear 
arms race for the next 10 years. 


Ford left Vladivostok shortly 
after 1 p.m. Israel time. With only 
a brief refuelling stop in :Anchor- 
age, Alaska, Air Force One was 
scheduled to arrive in Washington 
at 2.80 this morning Israel time. 

A joint statement after Ford's 
24-hour summit with Leonid Brezh- 
nev, General-Secretary of the Com- 
munist Party, said the two leaders 
reached agreement on the key 
terms of a 10-year control pact to 
come into force next year. 

Secretary of State Henry Kissin- 
ger, who remained in the Soviet 
Union for a short time before fly- 
ing to Tokyo, and then to Peking 
today, told newsmen the agreement 
“marks the breakthrough in: Salt 
negotiations thet we have sought 
in recent years... We have achiev- 
ed a cap on the arms race if we 
can solve the technical problems.” 
He satd he belleved that “with 
goodwill that should be possible. We 
are over the worst part of the 
negotiations,” he said. 

Details of the broad agreement 
will be given to Congressional lead- 
ers starting tomorrow. Essentially, 
it is believed to involve a stabiliza- 
tion based on continued Russian 
numerical advantage and continued 
U.S. technological superiority. 

Presidential aides made it clear 
that they viewed the agreement as 
8 major victory — surely the great- 
est feat of the Ford Administration. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said, 
“the President will be returning home 
in triumph. It was something Nixon 
couldn't do in three years but Ford 
did in three months.” 

Sources with the Ford party said 
the heart of the agreement would al- 
low Russia to keep {ts lead in the 
number of individual missiles, but 
permit the U.S. to hold its edge in 
multiple warheads (Mirvs) capable 
of being launched from one rocket. 

Kiasinger said, however, that an 
additional aim would be to reduce 
the nuclear arms stockpile, not 
merely to limit its growth, 

Depending on the details of the 

al, Ford may run into some 
trouble with Congress, particularly 
from Sen. Henry Jackson, Democrat- 
Washington, 8. probable 1976 presi- 
dential candidate, who strongly op- 
posed the original Salt agreement in 
1973 and who has insisted the U.S. 
must maintain numerical parity on 
total missiles. 

Kissinger told newsmen he expects 
the pact will be signed when Brezh- 
nev visits Washington in the middle 
of next year. 

He cautioned that although he is 
optimistic of turning the prelimin- 
ary agreement into a working pro- 
gramme, many obstacles remain.

Ner, Dr. Henry Kissinger in- 
dicated there was no real pro- 
gress on this issue.

But 
he added that the Ford-Brezh- 
nev discussions may have con- 
tributed to “a framework of re- 
straint.” 

The 125 words, in two para- 
graphs, devoted to the Middle 
East in the communique are as 
follows: 

“In the course of the exchange 
of views on the Middle East both 
sides expressed their concern 
with regard to the dangerous sl- 
tuation in that region. They re- 
affirmed their Intention to make 
every effort to promote ἃ solu-

@ Budgets for overtime payment 
to be cut by one quarter during 

the same period. 

@ No renovations of or improve- 
ments to buildings, and no

Cabinet sources said the same 
economies would be applied auito- 
maticaily in State corporations and 
at local authorities. 

A check would be made to seé 


whether the cuts were all applic- : 


able in Government departments 
Involving security, such as the Is- 
rael Defence Forces, the police and 
the Defence Ministry. 

It was not clear, as yet, whether 
Cabinet Ministers would also have 
to pay a monthly 9100 on the 
cost of their cars, the sources said. 

Under yesterday's Cabinet deci- 
Sion, each Minister will be respon~- 
sible for making sure that the Min- 
tstries and corporations under his 
authority carry out the economies. 
The Cabinet Committee headed by 
Finance Minister Yehoshua Rabi- 
nowitz which recommended the cuts 
will have overall responsibility.

found morally unfit 
‘Should not have left pupils’

Two teachers and a Gadna youth 
instructor who accompanied the ill- 
fated Ma’‘alot children's outing last 
May 15 have been found morally 
unfit to be educators by an Educa- 
tion Ministry commission.

While this was not a legal duty, 
it was a human and moral duty, and 
by ignoring this duty the three ren- 
dered themselves unsuitable as edu- 
eators, the report concluded. 

The three aduks involved are 
Rabbi Yosef Amar, teacher Zion 
Cohen and Gadna instructor Yona 
Amrussi, who was in charge of the: 
outing. 

The investigation was conducted 
by Rabbi Yosef Azran, Arie Simos 
and Naftali Lifshitz. 

Education Minister Aharon Yad- 
lin said yesterday that the Ma’alot 
case was the first of its kind in Is- 
rael history and that “no teacher 
was ever so tested." He expressed 
the hope that school outings would 
continue and that parents would not 
hesitate to let their children par- 
ticipate.

Tomer jailed for 5 days after 
failing to raise 1,200,000 bail — 


TEL AVIV. Financier Avner 
Tomer, who the Eilat Municipality 
says defrauded it of nearly IL6m. 
by cashing duplicates of promissory 
notes, was yesterday remanded into 
five days custody. 

Magistrate Amos Zamir had ear- 
lier been willing to release the 
high-interest lender on 1L200,000 
bail. But Tomer, whose assets are 
in the hands of a receiver, could 
not raise the money. 

The policeman in of the 
case, Rav Pakad Yosef Rosenberg, 
told the court that the 3i-year-old 
financier had pocketed half of 
ILilm. on which he held promis- 
sory notes from the Municipality. 
He had been able to do this, the 
police office charged, by getting 
Silat to give him a duplicate set 
of promissory notes on loans of 
TL5.5m. which he made to it during 
1973 and 1974, 

The duplicates were to be ex- 
changed for the origina! notes after 
seven months. Instead Tomer sold 


the duplicates and pocketed the 
money. the police officer said. 

‘Rav-Pakad Rosenberg said the 
police were stili looking for the 
3L5.5m. worth of promissory notes. 
They were 5150 looking into whe- 
ther other municipalities had simi- 
lar dealings with Tomer.

He refused and 
appealed to the High Court of Jus- 
tice im Jerusalem when the tax 


authorities instituted legal proceed- 


ing against bim, The High Court did 
net pass down a ruling, but in- 
structed that the agreement not be 
moplemented until a ruling was 
made. 


The case was shelved unti] about 
two years ago, when the tax autho- 
tities applied to the Tel Aviv Dis- 
trict Court for a ruling. The latest 
development in the case came last 
week, when Judge Mina Shamir con- 
sidered the case. She noted “it would 
be dificult to imagine that in the 
business world anyone would agree 
to allow a debt of six figures to be 
carried over a perlod of six years 
without interest." 


“The question,” she said, “is 
should the tax authorities he held 
to have behaved in an unbusiness- 
like fashion and have given 2 free 
gifs to some one who owed them 
taxes?"

‘Don’t stop 


California legislators end visit 


fighting to 


get Jews out of Russia’

Six California state legislators 
took a message of enccuragement 
to Jewish activists in Moscow 
and Leningrad last week and 
brought back an urgent plea to 
world Jewry: “Don't stop fighting 
to get us out!” 

The legislatora — whose dele- 
gation was the first of its kind 
to visit the USSR — are all non- 
Jewlgh and prominent in the 
struggle for humen rights, 

“When we met with city of- 
ficials in Leningrad, at first they 
stubbornly denied that there is 
any Jewish problem in Russ‘a,” 
recalls California State majority 
leader George Moscone. “Then 
their attitude turned to puzzle- 
ment — why should Americans 
be interested in a petty internal 
Russian problem?" 

Their discussions with Yuri 
Zhukov, a member of the Sup- 
reme Soviet and a writer for 
“Pravda,” were cordial but not 
excessively candid. “He told us 
that just 100,000 Jews have ap- 
plied fer exit visas to Israel, 
and that only about 1.7 per cent 
of those were not allowed to 
leave, most of them because they 


might know state secrets,” says 
assenrblyman Walter IXarab.an, 
the group's leader. 

The travellers came away with 
the impression that the Russian 
government is genuinely afraid 
that an exodus by Russian Jews 
would be followed by requesis 
for exit visas from other oppress- 
ed nationalities.

Unesco now just 
a hate-forum 


TEL AVIV. — The head of the 
Hebrew Writers Union, Yisrael 
Cohen, has attacked Unesco as hav- 
‘ing become a “degraded platform 
for repellent political agitation.” 

Mr. Cohen, who was speaking to 
a meeting of the Union's Central 
Committee on Friday, was refer- 
ring to the two anti-Israel resolu- 
tions passed at the Unesco Assem- 
bly that day — one barring Israel 
from receiving cultural aid, and 
another effectively freezing it out 
of the organization by declaring it 
belonged neither to Asia nor Africa.

IRA attacks; new 
measures due today 


LONDON, — Scotland Yard ordered 
a full police alert in London yester- 
day to guard against possible Irish 
Republican Army attacks linked with 
the government's scheduled an- 
nouncement today of new anti-guer- 
rita measures. 

A spokesman said the Yard was 
“taking seriously” a claim by the 
Red Flag 74 organization that it 
bombed two Birmingham taverns on 
Thursday, killing 19 persons and 
injuring 184, but had not ruled out 
IRA involvement in the explosions. 


Security forces in Northern Ire- 
land reported seven deaths in the 
past 48 hours, making it the worst 
two days for assassinations in the 
province since the current wave of 
violence began more than five years 
ago, 
Home Secretary Roy Jenkins 
worked through the weekend to pre- 
pare ¢mergency legislation to pre- 
vent further blitzes like the Bir- 
mingham bombings. Thirty people 
have died in Britain in the past 
18 months in bomb attacks — most 
of them blamed on the IRA, 

Government sources said Jenkins’s 
proposals to Parliament today were 
certaln to include provision for closer 
checks of passengers at airports and 
could include a ban on the IRA. 
They said he was unlikely to re- 
introduce the death penalty. 

Police put special guards on gov- 
ernment ministers, radio and news- 
paper offices and public buildings 
after Scotland Yard received infor- 
mation of possible IRA raids. 

The Yard spokesman refused to 


discuss the nature of the information 
or how the Yard had received it 

A woman calicd 2 local news 
agency on Saturday and sald the 
Red Flag 74, an English-based 
extrémist student group, had carried 
out the Birmingham bombings. ‘The 
same organization hes claimed 
responsibility for at least two other 
fatal bomb blasts in the London 
area, in the past several months. 
Police believe it is a splinter group 
related to the IRA. 

Later Saturday, the IRA issued a 
statement in Dublin denying involve- 
ment in the Birmingham attack and 
connection with Red Flag 74. 

Five Irishmen who live in Eng- 
land remained in Birmingham police 
custody for a second day, They were 
detained on Friday trying to leave 
the northwest port of Heysham on 
ἃ ferry bound for Ireland. Police 
said they were “helping inquiries” 
into the tavern bombings. 

Police sources think that an IRA 
“British brigade” is operating on the 
British mainland because it has 
found it an easier ground than in 
Northern Ireland where the British 
Army is now believed to have set 
up a highly sophisticated intelligence 
network. 

There have been bombings in 
Britain itself for the past few years, 
but Thursday's was the most horrific 
— leaving young people, who had 
been drinking and dancing on a night 
out in two Birmingham pubs, dead, 
maimed and seriously injured.

Eye-witness implicates 
CIA in My Lai massacre 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Oklahoma 
(AP). — An army intelligence of- 
ficer who participated in the My Lai 
operation says he believes the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency (CLA) was 
involved in the 1968 incident, the 
“Daily Oklahoman” said yesterday. 

“My Lai itself was an operation 
that was directed from higher sour- 
ces — from the CIA — in Quang 
Ngai and Saigon,” Capt. Dennis H. 
Johnson of Fort Lewis, Washington, 
said in an interview with reporter 
Jack Taylor, who has written a 
number of stories on My Lai. 

‘I don’t know what to do,” John- 
son said. “It just involves a whole 
lot of people, Some of them I knew 
personally.” 

Johnson, an intelligence officer 
with the force that raided My Lai, 
told Taylor that just before the 
raid he accompanied Lt. Col. Frank 
Barker, commander of the task 
force, to a secret meeting with two 
men Johnson believed to be CIA 
agents. 

He said the meeting took place 
in the CIA's local headquarters in 


Quang Ngai, the capital of..the,;pro~: heast attack in May, met syith an.- 


vince in which the village of My 
Lai is located, and that thé same 
two men later visited Barker at his 
task force headquarters. He said 


he was excluded from the meetings 
despite his assignment as a military 
intelligence officer. He could not 
ddentify the two men. 

Barker was Killed in action a 
few weeks after the 1968 ‘incident. 

Johnson linked My Lai to the 
ClIA-sponsored “Phoenix” pro- 
gramme, aimed at eliminating the 
Viet Cong leadership. 

He was charged with participating 
in the cover-up of the incident but 
charges were later dropped for lack 
of evidence. He sald he was angry 
by accusations against him contain- 
ed in the Peers Report, the report 
on the army’s investigation of the 
incident.

‘Pravda’ is 


rhapsodic 


on Vladivostok meet 


MOSCOW (AP). --- The Soviet press 
printed rhapsodic reports yesterday 
on the Vladivostok summit and call- 
ed the meetings between Leonid 
Brezhnev and President Ford a suc- 
cess before the talks had ended. 

“No one has any doubt now thai 
the people of good will on earth 
have wholeheartedly accepted the 
positive processes of our epoch,” 
said “Pravda,” speaking of detente. 

For the official Soviet press the 
meeting itself — mot concrete re- 
sults on arms lmitation — seemed 
the important thing. - 

“Pravda” correspondents, in a 
front-page dispatch from Vladivos- 
tok, cautioned that it was “under- 
standable that the participants are 
not going to solve in a hurry ques- 
tions which have not matured yet. 
But they are proceeding from the 
fact that it 1s impossible also to 
mark time.” That was a reference 
to the problem of arms limitations. 

“Pravda” said “the attention of 
the whole world 15 riveted on the 
two powers’ dialogue.” 

For “Pravda” and the other of- 
ficial Soviet preas, meetings involv- 
ing Soviet leaders, especially Com- 
Taunist Party chief Brezhnev, are 
always the centre of world atten- 
tion. But the Soviet press went to 
great length to assert the impor- 
tance of the first meeting between 
Brezhnev and the new American 
President in continuing detente. 

“Pravda” said the warming of 
Soviet-American relations “has be- 
come one of the most important po- 
litical phenomena of our times.” 

“The Soviet coast of the Pacific 


took up the baton from the Pacific 
coast of the USA," “Pravda” said in 
one passage of its report that cha- 
racterized the kind of coverage given 
to the meeting. 

It noted that California welcomed 
Brezhnev in 1973 and the Soviet 
Pacific coast is now welcoming 
Ford. “Thereby the great ocean in 
effect takes up its worthy historic 
place in the greatest process of our 


time — the relaxation of Interna- * 


tional tension, the assertion of the 
Principles of peaceful coexistence 
of states with different systems, the 
further development of Soviet-U.S. 
relations and cooperation.” 

The reports did no more than 
touch on the substance of the dis- 
cussions, mentioning that “elabora- 
tion of a new, long-term agreement 
op further limitation of strategic 
offensive arms figured importantly 
in the talks.” 

Tass reported that Brezhnev took 
Ford on a sightseeing tour of Vladi- 
vostok following their summit talks. 
The two drove into the port city 
with an escort of motorcycle out- 
riders, and were greeted by thou- 
sands of residents, the Soviet news 
agency said, 

Brezhnev and Ford went along 
Lenin Street which “was bustling 
with people who waved multi-co- 
loured flags in welcome to the 
guests,” Tass said. The two also had 
ἃ panoramic view of the ον with 
street lights on. The tour lasted 75 
minutes.

BUCHAREST (Reuter). — President 
Nicolae Ceausescu may be voted 
Rumania's Communist Party leader 
for life this week in a new endorse- 
ment of his independent policies, 
party sources sald yesterday. 

The ruling party opens a national 
congress today with a major speech 
by Ceausescu, reaffirmipg the 
strongly nationalist line that sets 
Rumania apart from the six other 
nations of the Soviet bloc in Eastern 
Europe. 

Although he is only 56, the Ru- 
manian leader has been proposed 
as the party’s general secretary for 
life. 

This would give him 2 unique 
status in the Soviet bloc, and would 
further solidify the power he en- 
joys as supreme leader of the gov- 
ernment, party and armed forces.

Decline in 
flow of 
currency 
conversion

One of the post-devaluation sur- 
prises has been the relatively small 
amount of foreign currency con- 
verted into local money. After the 
rush of the first few days, the flow 
of conversion has declined rapidly, 
and is not expected to regain mo- 
mentum. 

The amount converted so far is 
estimated at over $100m., but this 
include3 about $60m. of Natad fo- 
reign currency sold by receivers 
of German restitutions, and acquir- 
ed largely for the specific purpose 
of hedging against devaluation. The 
rest of the money was made up 
Jargely of export proceeds and 
other foreign currency receipts, 
the conversion of which had been 
delayed because of the widespread 
rumours of devaluation. 

The mass conversion of German 
restitution deposits (Tamam and 
Pasak funds» did not materialize, 
however. Neither, for the time being, 
are there indications of a backflow 
of capital alleged to have been 
shifted abroad. 

Although it is too soon for defi- 
mite conclusions, observers doubt 
whether this flight capital estima- 
ted to amount to at least $300m. 
is likely to be repatriated as long 
as the current economic uncer- 
tainty continues, and the rate of 
exchange of the Israel pound may 
go further down.

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LONDON.— 
BRITAIN WAS SHOCKED by the 
‘toombs In Birmingham last Thurs- 
day which caused the largest num- 
ber of casualties ever sustained 
anywhere in Britain or Northern 
Iretand from ἃ single terrorist 
action. 

What many seem to have been 
unaware of is that, shocking though 
this incident may be, an even great- 
er number of people have been 
killed or maimed during the terror 
bombing campaign conducted by 
‘the Provisional IRA in Britain over 
the past 18 months. 

‘Since August of 1973 there have 
feen 512 ‘bombing incidents in 
Britain. They have claimed 21 dead 
and over 400 injured. Despite this 
rising toll, Tittle ‘has been done 
here to tighten security. The author- 
itles say thet, firstly, it is impos- 
sible to seal off every possible ter- 
rorist target, and secondly, that by 
instituting greater restrictions on 
people's freedom they will only be 
granting the terrorists the very 
victory they are aiming for. 

The IRA has declared that the 
abn of its bombing campaign in 
Britain ds to make the British 
people aware of their anger over 
the situation in Northern Irefand. 
They are hoping that when the 
people in mainland Britain get a 
taste of what Iife has been like 
in Northern Ireland for the past 
‘five years, they will press the gov- 
ernment to pull out and ‘tet the 
Trish settie their own problems 
without Hritish troops im the 
middle. 

The bombing campaign started 
with small flre-bombs in shops in 
London in the late summer of 1973. 
It esvalated dramatically in Decem- 
‘ber when massive car bombs were 
placed outside the Old Bailey, Scot- 
Tand Yard, and government Minis- 
tries in Whitehaf?. One man in- 
jured in the explosion at the Old 
Bailey died shortly afterwards, and 
the IRA had their first victim in 
Britain, 


SEVEN YHARS AGO, after the gs 


defeat of the Arab armies in the 
Six Day War, I hoped that our 
Government would officially pro- 
elaim that we did not need any 
conquered territories, but peace trea- 
ties with our neighbours.

Instead of adopting such a mag- 
nanimous and reasonable attitude, 
we spoke vaguely about our desire 
for peace while settling the so- 
calied Uberated areas and treating 
some of them (the Golan) lke 
de facto annexed territories, Seven 
years ago, there was no P.L.O., 00 
Arafat, there were only the utterly 
routed remnants of the discredited 
Ahmed Shukeiri's “army.” 


Instead of allowing the Palesti- 
hians to organize political parties 
and find their own way to build 
up national leadership after a pain- 
ful defeat, we prevented political 
activities and repressed national or- 
ganization even amongst moderate 
elements.
